The three wise men from _ the 


East—the Kings Caspar, Melchior 
and Balthasar — made this oblation 
of precious things as do British 
sovereigns today. Our King, on 
January 6 (the Feast of Epiphany) 
or twelve days after Christmas, 
humbly offers gold, frankincense and 
myrrh at the altar of the Chapel 
Royal, London. 

Now we all know that the color, 
lustre and power of resisting oxida- 
tion which gold possesses have 
caused it to be valued from the 
earliest ages But do we know what 
frankincense and myrrh are? 

It is said that the Hebrew word 
for frankincense is quite distinct 
from those used in the Bible for in- 
cense, of which frankincense was one 


constituent. It is a fragrant gum 
distilled from several species of 
Boswellia, the frankincense tree; 


somewhat like a mountain-ash, with 
long glossy serrated leaves and green 
star-like flowers, tipped with red, 
emitting a lemon fragrance. They 
grow mainly in Arabia and in the 
Somali country. Frankincense was 


formerly supposed to have been the! 


product of a coniferous tree. 

Myrrh is frequently mentioned in 
the Old and New Testaments. It was 
an ingredient in the holy oil; a 


domestic perfume; with aloes, cassia 
and cinnamon; used for the purifica- 
jtion of women and for embalming. 
|Both Scripture and classical writers 
|give Arabia as its source; it is a gum 
| resin obtained by incisions in the 
jbark of a small thorny tree with 
scanty foliage. 

Both frankincense (Boswellia thur- 
ifera and other species of Roswellia) 
and myrrh (Balsamodendron myrrha) 
belong to the family Burseraceae. 
They are tropical woody plants. 
| JZhere are not any native Canadian 
representatives of this family. The 
myrrh or sweet cicely of Europe 
(Myrrhis odorata) and its Canadian

In radio 
talks given by Dr. A. R. Scott some 
itime ago the following is part: The 
coming of Christianity to Rome. We 


ro back to the days of Caractacus, 
the Britisn king and general who 
held off the Romans so long when 


|they were trying to conquer Britain, 
The Pritish royal family were all 
Christians. as were the inhabitants of 


Britain. Now, finally, when Carac- 
tacus, through treachery, was de- 
feated, he and his family were taken 


to Rome. He had a son, Linus, and 
a daughter, Claudia, who had mar- 
ried a Roman officer, Pudens. From 
this union four children were born— 
Timotheus, Novatus, Pudentiana and 
So, in A.D. 56, we have 


four children. They lived 
in a palace called the Palatium 
Britannicum, which name was later 
|changed to the Hospitum Apostol- 
| orum—the home of the Apostles. It 
| was later changed into a church and 
|known as St. Pudentiana. It still 
| stands and béars that name, the first 
| Christian Chureh in Rome. This in- 
| scription is still at the entrance: “In 
|this sacred and most ancient of 
|churches, formerly the house of the 
Senator Pudens and the home of the 
Apostles, repose the remains of 3,000 
martyrs which Pudentiana and 
Praxedes with their hands interred.” 
Among the first martyrs of Rome 
were Pudens, his wife Claudie, Linus, 
the son of Caractacus, and the chil- 
dren of Pudens and Claudie. 

Thus in Rome as early as 56 A.D. 
,;we have a Christian church, but 
note it was a British Christian church 
founded and nourished by members 
of the British royal family. 

The Apostle Paul knew these 
people, for in 2 Tim. 4:21 Paul sends 
the greetings of Pudens,. Linus and 
Claudia to Timothy. Linus, the son 
of Caractacus, beeame the head of 
first Bishop of the Christian church 
in Rome. His name, not that of 
Peter, heads the list. 


Not only did Britons carry Chris-

struction and his plans and specifica~| many other parts of Furope. 


The 
eentre in Britain from which Chris- 
tianity was carried was Glastonbury, 
the site of the oldest Christian church 
in the world outside of Jerusalem. 
In A.D. 600 Augustine wrote to the 
Pone: “In the western confines of 
Britain there is a royal isle of large 
(extent surrounded by water, abound- 
{ing in all the beauties of nature and 
‘necessaries of life. In it the first 
{neophytes of the Christian law. God 
| beforehand acquainted them, found a 
j}ehureh constructed by no human art 
}but by the hands of Christ Himself, 
for the salvation of His people. The 
Almighty has made it manifest by 
}many miracles and visitations that 
He continues to watch over it as 
sncred to Himself.” These are the 
words of Augustine to Pope Gregory. 
But we know that at least the church 
was there. We know also _ that 
Joseph of Arimathea came there. 
Archbtshop Usher, Bede, Gildas, Sir 
Henry Spelman, all vouch for these 
|two facts. The church was 60 feet 
by 60 feet, built of timbers and 
| wettle-work. In it was buried not 
only Joseph of Arimathea but many 
‘others of the early British Christian 
royal family. 

Beatus, born of noble parents in 
Britain, founded the Helvetian 
,church after disposing of his prop- 
erty. He died in 96 A.D. 
| Mansuetus, born in North Ireland, 
founded the Lotharingian church in 
France. He was martyred in 110 A.D. 

Linus, son of King Caractacus, be- 
l|eame first Bishop of Rome, as may 
| be seen by early lists of the church 
| heads. 

Constantine, born in Britain, of a 
| Pritish mother, a member of the 
| British royal house, led an army of 


| Britons on Rome, captured it and was | 


j}made Emperor. He made Chris- | 
|tianity the official religion of the 
Empire. So Britons not only intro- 
| duced Christianity into Rome but 


protected it and made it the official 
state religion. 

Then, if Britons founded the church 
in Rome, how about Peter? Doro- 
| theus, Bishop of Tyre, 300 A.D., says: 
“Simon Zelotes traversed all Maure- 
tania and the regions of the Africans, 


|preaching Christ. He was at last 
lerucified, slain and buried in 
Britain.” He was son-in-law of 


Aristobolus, who was also martyred 
in Britain. 


It is also quite certain that St. 
Paul was also in Britain before he | 
was martyred in Rome. Theodoretus | 
in A.D. 453 says, “Paul, liberated 
from his first captivity in Rome, 


preached the Gospel to the Britons.” | 


Now Theodoretus was Bishop of 
Cyropolis and attended the church 
council at Chalcedon, 451 A.D., where 
there were present over 600 bishops. 
His word should carry much weight. 

In A.D. 320, Eusebius, Bishop of 
Caesarea, said: ‘““The Apostles passed 
beyond the ocean to the isles called 
ithe Britannic Isles.” 

In closing, let me refer you again 
to my questions, “Why should Chris- 
itianity be brought to Britain first?” 
land “Why should Britain be doing 
the work assigned to Israel?” Let 
this be your study for the coming 
| year 1939. May I refer you to your 

ible, Isaiah 41:1 and 49:1-3?

APPLE DELICACIES 

The apple is a wholesome food, 
whether Toesh, dried, evaporated or 
canned, There is no waste in a good 
apple. Due to the large amount of 
pectin contained in apple juice, it 
may be used in other fruits to give a 
consistency to jams and marmalades, 
and even the parings and cares of 
apples may be utilized for jelly. The 
following recipes are taken from the 
bulletin “Canadian Grown Apples,” 
a copy of which may be obtained free 
on request from the Publicity and 
Extension Division, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


Apples Baked With Aimonds 


Core and pare six or eight tart 
Canadian-grown apples; let simmer 
till tender in a syrup made by boiling 
1 cup of sugar and 1 cup of water 
for three minutes. Turn apples often 
to avoid breaking. If desired, a little 
lemon juice may be added to the 
syrup. Set the apples in a pan and 
press the almonds into them, the 
almonds having been previously 
blanched and split in halves. Dredge 
with powdered sugar, and brown in 
the oven . Serve hot with jelly or 
whipped cream and the cold syrup in 
which the apples were cooked. 

Home Canned Baked Applies 

In order to have the delicacy 
“Baked Apples” the whole year 
round, they may be canned in the 
j}home. The process is easy. Bake 
|the apples as usual, taking care that 


| the apples are kept as whole as pos- 


sible. Pack them in clean, hot, 
sterilized jars, filling the jars with 
a thin hot syrup; seal as in any 


canned fruit 
way.

1 cup bread crumbs. 
8 sliced Canadian apples. 
1 cup sugar. 
% cup cold water. 

Butter a baking dish, put a layer 
of crumbs, then a layer of apples. 
Sprinkle with cinnamon and sugar, 
and dot with bits of butter. Repeat 
until the dish is full. Insert a knife 
in several places and pour in the 
water and sugar made into a syrup. 
Set in a pan of hot water and bake 
45 minutes. Serve hot with cream o1 
hard sauce. 

Baked Apples With Strawberry Jam 

Core tart Canadian apples and 
place in a baking dish. Fill the 
eavities with strawberry jam, pour a 
little water into the pan to keep from 
sticking and bake until the apples 
are soft, basting often. Serve hot or 
cold, with or without cream.

WHEN one is taking pictures—in 
the winter or any other time— 
there are just three things to seek. 
They are: interesting subjects, or 
intcresting occurrences, or inter- 
esting effects of light.
